7. With respect to broadening the claims, one error being relied upon as the basis 
for the reissue is that issued claims 1 and 10 are unduly narrow in reciting a catadioptric 
projection system comprising a first imaging system comprising single-pass and double-pass 
lens groups, with the specific path of the light traveling through the first imaging system 
specified. Accordingly, claim 27 has been drafted without these unduly narrow limitations to 
recite "a catadioptric imaging optical sub-system comprising an optical group to form an image 
of the pattern, the optical group comprising a concave mirror with a first optical axis" to 
remove the unnecessary groupings. 

8. All errors, including those listed above, which are being corrected up to the 
time of filing of this reissue declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicant (37 CFR §1 . 175(a)(2)).
